WHERE WILL JAPAN 
STRIKE NEXT? 


HE WARNING given by 
Britain and the United 
States to Japan of their de- 
termination to keep open 
China’s lifeline, via the 
Burma Road, has aroused 
considerable speculation on 
what the Japanese are 
planning to do next. With 
their occupation of Indo- 
China now completed and 
Heavy movement of 
troops along the Thai fron- 
tier, it is generally- believed 
that demands for territorial 
concessions will shortly be 
made on the Thai Govern- 
ment. Thailand's reaction to 
these developments is not at 
all clear at the moment. In 
keeping with her understand- 
ing with Britain—there 1s no 
definite military alliance be- 
tween the two countries— 
leaders of the Thai Govern- 
ment have been declaring 


ithat Thailand will adhere to 


a policy of strict neutrality 
and that she will resist any 
encroachment by a third 
power. At the same time, the 
position . appears confused 
whep. if. is admitted that 
Japan is carrying on so-called 
economic negotiations with 
Thailand. and ‘that the Thal 
Government has been pre- 
vailed wpon recognise the 
Japanese puntet f : tegimes ‘in 
Manchukuo ahd Nanking. 
This makes tt obvious that 
the reported economic nego- 
tiations between Japan and 
Thailand are no more than a 
series of economic demands— 
a customary Axis procedure 
which usually ‘precedes mili- 
tary action, 

THIS giving in to Japanese 
pressure by Thailand has un- 


doubtedly created a situation |” 


which is not without «its 
threat to British” and Ameri- 
can interests and the ques~- 
tion that arises is, assuming 
that the Japanese occupy 
Thailand in the near future, 
where will she strike next 
and how Britain and the 
United States will regard her 
next move as determining 
the appropriate moment for 
throwing their military 
weight into the fight against 
ageression in ‘the Far East.

By Nazis

“Tf the Russians are abl> to hang on to their posi- 
tions until September and’ October, the obstacles to any 
organised German advance Will be greater than ever, ” de- 
clared MAJOR LEWIS HASTINGS, B.B.C. military com- 
mentator, when he broadcas: from London yesterday on 
the repeated German reports that the campaign in Rus- 
sia was- proceeding “according to plan.” 


“YT am sure you will appre-! 


ciate that there is some diffi- 
eulty in making a running 
comment on the Russian 
campaign when one is faced 
with the absence of impor- 
tant details in communiques 
and also by the fact, that 
there are: no correspondents 
at the front,” began Major 
Hastings. 
GOEBBELS'’ DRIVEL 

Major Hastings referred to the 
drive] that was put out about this 
campaign bv Dr, Goebbels. Here; 
is an example of this propaganda 
—"The German nation Js waging 
the present war to preserve its 
right to live and to enforce a new 
social order.” 

“That is a social order and 
right to live of a man-eating 
shark in a bathing pool,” said 
Major Hastings, and went on 
to give further examples of the 
propaganda put out by the 
Germans on this subject. 

One well-known German news- 
paper declared that a good deal 
of uncertainty of the progress of 
the war had been due tw the re- 
ticence of the German High Com- 
mand, and went on “as this has 
reportedly become the Battle of 
Europe, it must necessarily remain 
inconclustve, but all ts going ac- 
cording to the German plan.” 

“Jf the German people are pre- 
pared to swallow this sort of talk, 
it is a sign that German. tntelill- 
gence has suffered much greater 
under the Nazi influence than 


is ‘generally believed,” continued 
Major Hastings. Dr. Goebbels, he 
said, had got far ahead of ‘the 
German army in these operations 
and thus contortions of the press 
and radio became inevitable. 

HIGH COMMAND RETICENCE 

Major Hastings next referred to 
the phrase “reticence of the Ger- 
man High Command.” That, he 
said had been a slow and fanciful 
conversion. 

“We well remember those first 
two Saturday night communiques 
and since that first rapture- of 
mendacity the world has learned 
something,” said Major Hastings. 

“Now for this curious phrase

‘secondly, the stubbornness of the 
Russian defence has not only 
halted the attacks, but forced them 
to change its direction at the end 
of the sixth week; and thirdly, 
there are the conditions behind 
the lines. 

GERMAN REPORTS 

“With regard to these condi- 
tions, I can quote from German 
official reports. Here are some— 
‘The tremendous hardships for the 
German troops. Men wading up 
to their knees in sand. Motor 
vehicles getting stuck, Bridges 
veing blown up by the enemy who 
are entrenched in flelds, villages 
and every single house.’ 

“Many passages refer to the 
precautions that have to be taken 
behind the front owing to the de- 
predations of Russian guerillas 
and also refer to the destruction 
wrought by the Russtans every- 
where. - 

“Well the general impression 
is certainly not that of an or- 
ganised advance moving irre- 
sistably to victory,” continued 
Major Bastings. “There is no 
doubt also that the superb 
courage of the Russian soldiers 
has been a shock to the Ger- 
mans.‘ oa 
“Tt: should be rememberéd that 

these pictures of the difficultles 
which the Germans are experienc- 
ing are not broadcast for foreign 
consumption, They are !n Ger- 
man for the benefit of the Ger- 
mans. If it is true that Dr. Goeb- 
bels wants to present a picture of 
smooth progress, why these dis- 
cordant notes? 
DOOMED HOPES 

“Clearly the Germans wete led 
to expect a speedy victory and 
thelr hopes are now doomed. The 
Germans themselves have put the 
figures of the forces engaged on 
the whole front at nine milifons.

Sir—Without beating” nbout the 
bush, may I ask the question; 
‘Will the price of firewoqd go up 
as the price of rice has, should the 
Government find it desirable to 
take over wholesale operations 
without the services of a General 
Agent?” 

It ig- logical to answer that it 
would, in view of the fact that 
the creation’ of a Firewood Mono- 
poly would entail enormous ex- 
penditure, including pay for a 
Jarge European and native staff, 
office and branch office set up and 
current expenses, house rent, etc., 
etc. 

Even if the Government 1s wili- 
ing to subsidise the Monopoly, the 
saving would only be “two cents 
per picul.” Would thig ‘two 
cents” be sufficient inducement to 
the retailers to reduce their retail 
price from $1 per 25 cattles to $1 
for 45 cattles? 

It seems to me the present sys- 
tem is the most econamical. Those 
who advocate its abolishment do 
not know what they will get or 
they do not care what the public 
will get. 

The only, reasonable charge 
which has been brought against 
the General Agent is “applications - 
for stocks, especially in the case 
of smal] dealers, were not always 
dealt with in rotation.” The pro- 
per remedy js obvious — to get 
some one who will adhere to the 
rule of rotation. 

To be very frank, the public, the 
consumers, are shy of Government 
Monopoly or Government contro) 
of price. In the case of rice, the 
price has gone sky high, and-in 
the case of the latter, the “contro) 
price” has always been at the .

In view of the fact that war 
thne exigency will probably curtail 
the European source of supply, 
the Agricultural Supplies Board 
has Issued a pamphlet (No. 52) 
entitled “Hop Growing.” 

In general, hops do well on a 
fairly wide range of soi] types. It 
Is essential that the land be well 
drained and fertile. In Eastern 
Canada the greater part of the 
area planted to hops is sandy loam 


This soil type its usually better 
drained than the heavier svuils and 
ig therefore much more suitable 
fur hop production. 

As a rule, hops can be grown 
where the soil type is suitable 
and harvesting 1s possible during 
the latter part of August and earlv 
September 

HEAVIER SOILS 

Under moderate climatic condl- 
Ulons, such as are found tn the 
hop districts of British Colum- 
bla, hops can be grown on some- 
what heavier sotls, but in Eastern 
Canada it is imperative the crop 
be grown on well-drained sandy 
luam to avoid the heavy losses 
occasioned by heaving by frost 
and the subsequent winter killing 
of the roots. 

Even when grown on light soils, 
some winter killing does occur, 
but, with adequate snow cover, 
which is normally the case in 
Eastern Canada. the damage is 
usually slight.

COLLATERAL | 
SECURITIES FOR 
US. LOAN 


LONDON, Aug. 6 (Reuter) — 
The British Treasury announced 
thet an order has been made 
specifying American securities 
which owners are required to piace 
at the disposal of the Treasury for 
ase ag part of the collateral securi- 
tles for the loan of £106,000,000 
from the United States. 

Owners are required to deliver 
documents of title. Thfs should 
be done through a bank or stock, 
broker. Receipts will be issued 
for the securities. It {s emphasis- 
ed that these should be carefully 
presarved as {t will be necessary 
in connexion with any change of 
title to procure their eventual re- 
turn to the holders. 

The securities -will be released 
when no more are required to 
Serve as collatera. aniess the 
Treasury should decide that it {s 
necessary to acquire them out- 
right or in the event: of, difficulty 
on the loan, im which “case pay- 
ment for them will be made — in 
sterling on the basis of the. mar- 
ket price at the time.

The sick, -the hungry, the un- 
happy, the bereaved,—how numer- 
ous are the Christian organisa- 
tlong which seek to alleviate hu- 
man misery. I need not give any 
examples, They are familiar to us 
ali 
NOBLE TRADITION 

This ambulance-work 1s a noble 
tradition, inherited from the mid- 
dle ages when poverty probably 
was inevitable, and at any rate it 
was certainly believed that there 
was no alternative organisation of 
society imaginable. The Church 
led the way until soclety as a 
whole began to recognise its res- 
ponsibility for many of these 
works of mercy, and the State took 
over hospitais, orphanages, and 
fastitutions for the poor, Perhaps 
in Hongkong, where the Govern- 
ment has still so far to ga in 
meeting all its responsibilities iy 
these directions, ambulance work 
is still the main task of the 
Church : 

But ambulance work is not 
enough. The poverty and dJsease 
of the Middie Ages are no longer 
Inevitable, Changes in the or- 
ganisation of seciety are no longer 
Inconcelvable, but actively ad- 
vocated. The war is a _ time 
of great promise of change. 
Ought not some Christians at 
least to be playing a part 
in bringing about these changes, 
or giving them a Christian direc- 
tion. I confess to belng very un- 
easy about what Is called “char- 
Ity.”* Charity is the supreme 
Christlan virtue, but “charity” in 
the sense wf giving what we can 
Spare or in the sense of donattons 
from firms with excessive profits 
is giving the same name to a very 
different thing. 

Prehaps we vught to feel sorry 
not that we cannot glve more bul, 
that we belong to a soclety which 
allows us to feel satisfied that 
“charity” is mecessary. Cer ain 
conditions are damnable. If God 
has condemned them, is it not cur 
duty to remove them just aS Much 
or more than it 4s our duty to 
succour the victims of them? 

Here comes another difficulty. 
We do not know what the remedy 
1s. We may disagree about it. But 
we can experiment to find out. 
The work of Chinese Industrtal 
Co-operatives is a very good in- 
stance of this kind of econdmic 
and social experiment. The St. 
Pancras House Improvement So- 
clety is another. Those better ac-| 
quainted with the practicai social 
problems in Hongkong may be 
able to direct us to sme useful ex~ 


perimental work which could be 


done here. 


WAR ON EXPLOITATION 

Another practical possibility seemg 
to me to be a war on exploitation 
Can we not find out what is the 
minimum wage necessary to sup- 
port healthy life, and do our best 
te insist on its belnmg pald? We 
can press for legislation, we can 
try and persunde firms to join the 
scheme, and publish lists ef thove 


Southern Soccer Clubs 
Expelled From League 


LONDON, Aug. 6 (Reuter)—A number of SOUTHERN: football 
clubs, including 11 in London, having decided to play their own 
League Cup events this.season, have been expelled from the Football 
League. 

The controversy goes back several weeks when the Londdners ob- 
jected to the fixtures Ipid down by the League on the ground of ex- 
cessive travelling. 


They suggested their own league 
which other southern clubs join- 
ed, The Football League, there- 
upon, threatened expulsion !f the 
Southerners did not fulfil original 
fixtures. 

The Londoners held a meeting 
and stood by their decision, 
whereupon the expulston, which 
concerns such famous teams as 
Arsenal, Chelsea, Brentford and 
Tottenham, came into force fol- 
lowing a further league meeting 
last night.

It was then decided that “in the 
unanimous opinion of the Football 
League management committee, 
all the 15 Southern clubs, who re~ 
fused to fulfil fixtures made for 
them, have by their action ceased 
to be members of the Football 
League and the committee have 
resolved that the shares in the 
League held by the elght full 
members are now cancelled”. 

The four clubs who folned the 
Londoners’ revolt are Aldershot, 
Brighton, Reading and Warford.
